The President’s Journey.

We are informed by & telegraphic despaich
from Baltimore that the Presipkst, lml:p-
nied by Secreturies Gurnmie, Davis, and
Campser, arrived at Baltimore yesterday af-
terncon at half-past five v’clock, They wers
met at the depot by an immense multitnde of
citizens and & very beautiful array of the mili-
tary of that eivy, by whom they were escorted
to Burnum’s Hotel, the Pxesipint riding up-
on u saperb white horse. He was greeted with
the most enthusiastic cheers and plaudits along
the route. At Bernum’s a stand had been
erected and handsomely decorated, upon which
the Puesipent ascended. He was introdueced
to the vast multitude by Mayor HorvLing, and
made a brief but exceedingly felicitous ad-
dress, in which he thanked the people for the
enthusiastic reception he had received in their
beantiful and prosperous city.

Secretaries Davis, Gurarie, and Attorney
General Cusming responded eloquently to the
calls of the people, :

The Presivesr declined to receive the
throngs who crowded his hotel during the eve-
ning to see and shake hands with him.

Important Statement in regard to the
Mesilla Question,

The Santa Fé Weekly Gazelle, speaking of
the American title to the Mesilla valley, makes
the following important declaration, which will,
if rendered authentig by documentary and histo-
rieal evidence, have an important bearing upon
the decision of the question:

““The territory involved in this unsettled boun-
dary, up to the time of fixing the initial point, wus
under the jurisdiciion of the Territory of New
Mexico. As soon however, us the point was
agreed upon, the Mexican authorities took posses-
sion of it and extended their authority over it,
and actually dispossessed all Americans whe had
made improvements in the village of the Mesilla,
depriving them of their improvements and labor
without compensation. "’

It is also worthy of notice that the commis-
sioners of the State of Chihuahua undertake to
disprove the assertion of Governor Lang, that
the Government of the United States had been
dispoasessed of the Mesilla valley, by asserting
that **gince the treaty of Guadalupe, through re-
‘ spectto the Mexican treaty, no use was made of
‘ the said territory, notwithstanding the inhabi-
‘ tants pelitioned the Government to establish
¢ their authority, but possession was not taken
* until the Boundary Commission had, in accord-
¢ ance with the treaty, declared that it belonged
* 1o Mexico; then in presence and with the con-
* sent of the authorities of the United Siates
* [what authorities?] possession was taken.”

The Fisheries Difliculties.

We quote the fullowing from the editorial
columns of yesterday’s Philadelphia Taguirer.

We have great faith in the anxiety of the
negotiators on both sides to avoid a national
difficulty on this subject; but a single instance
of bloodshed or seizure may pliee it beyond
their control, and the respective governments
may be wholly unable to “‘remunerate the in-
jured persons” in such manner as tu satisfy the
nation. It would be a hazardous circumstance;
and, as we earnestily desire a fair and amicable
adjustment of the question, we trust the diplo-
matists may settle the business without the evil
of a collision. i

Thias topic of negotiation has been open for
more than a year without any definite action on
the part of those entrusted with its ad-
justment. It is apparent that time has been
employed by the Administration in compro
mising or compensating party difficulties
that should have been employed in negotiations
of a more important character. The season
for the commencement of operations by our
fishermen is at hand, and they are proceeding
. to the waters they are accustomed to frequent,
with the determination in some instances to
resist any attempt to circumscribe their opera-
tions by the British construction of the treaty.

The sight of « President is not & mm
Washington, and he csn go and eome withou
“ our special wonder.”” And yet shall we miss
him sadly. What he sy, und what he thinks,

and whut he dops, and what he does not say, and{

think, and do, with all the conjectures and com-
ments and inferences thence derivable, are things
that can be litle spared in this news-fabricating
community. We shall feel a void till his return.
Diplomatic rumors, Cabinet deliberations, and
Presidentinl edicts yet in embryo, will for the time
remain us stagnant as the inkstands of the over-
wise originators of telegraphic despatches, news
letters, and even august editorials!

But of rumors, en passant, let me say that there e

is good reason to believe the rumors of o row in
the Cabinet n day or two since between Mr,
Marcy and Attornoy General Cushing are with-
out foundation. Mr. Murcy denies boing present
at the Cabinet session of that particular day. Iff
he was not on hand, it is fair to presume he did
not quarrel, us reported. '

Commodore Shubrick had not received his in-
structions to-day up to a late hour, which would
seem to indicute that he will not receive them un-
til after the President’s return from the North.
It may be safe policy thus to delay the despatch
of un armed force to the fishing grounds, to pre-
tect or restrain our fishermen; but it will trouble
the Administration a little to satinfy New Eng-
Innd of the fuct. Perhaps the President is satis-
fied that the Cape Codders have no long-tom's or
other armament on board; or that if they have
they will not use them, and thus incur the penalty
of violating the luws of the United States. He
will do well to remember that the Yankee Nation
hus little hesitution in assuming large responsibili-
ties when satisfied of the justice of its cause; and
that the fishermen can calculate safely on running
the gauntlet of ull the courts and juries in Chrie-
tendom, if public opinion sustain theiracts. That
they will be sustained in whatever seems necessury
to secure the protection which **Uncle Sam’’ denies
or fiils to afford them, there can be littls doubt.
Admiru]l Beymour and Mr. Crampton may talk of
conéiliation all night, and the Union may assert
all day the certainty of a peaceful solution of the
fishery question; but if the resolute, devil-may-
care freemen, who believe they have fishing rights
which are invaded, are not shown some proba-
hility of immediate protection, the whele business
will be complicated by some sudden speaking of
brazen throats, in such manner as to greatly hazard
the peace of the country Fishermen are practi-
eal men. They don’t understand the kinks of
diplomacy, and will not take stones for bread.

Railroads.

This is a subject of deep interest lo us as a peo-
ple, for it is associnted with our very life, ns well
as our interests, We nro all personally connected
with its operations, and therefore it is our duty to
look into its concerns, and judge of its capacity
for evil or for good. Whatever confidonce we
may have given it in times that are past, we are
bound mow to question this confidence, after what
we have witnessed and heard of the reckless de-
struction of human life on these roads, arising
from their defect both in plan and construction, as
well as in their management.

When railronds were first introduced in our coun-
try, ten miles an hour was idered the maxi
speed to be given the cars. When the locomotive
was substituted for horse-power, it was thought
a great feat to attain a velocity of fifteen miles
per hour. Now we are not satigfied with even

un, mile a minute. If in attaining this velocity, we
had made provision against these local acoidents
to which the present plan is subject—of the wheels
flying off the track and the curs coming in colli-
sion with an opposing train—we should not now
have to complain of the sad accidents which are
almost daily occurring on these roads, We
should ask ourselves the question if there is no
exemption from such evils ns have occurred on
these ronds under these velocities; and if so, whe-
ther we should” not demand of those who have
charge of these roads to reduce the speed of
the cars on the same to the minimum standard,
wherein there would he less danger from acei-
dents? y

. Our peopls, however, have been acoustomed so
long to the speed now attnined on our railronds,
that they will, like a spoilt child, run all risks to
keep it up; and the next inquiry is, whether there
is any remedy for the evil, any plun of railway
which will ensure the safety of the passénger from
the cars running off the rail, or coming in colli-
sion with another train of cars? This is an im-
portant question, and demands the serious con-
sideration of all railroad companies who under-
tuke the carrying of passengers or the United
States mail, where despatch is the ultimatum.

Such an improved plan of railrond is in pro-
gress, and will ere long be announced, which will
secure the passenger from injury, and accomplish
his most ardent wishes for speed without danger
of running off the rail, or coming in collision with
an opposing train—a plan of railroad that will
ennble the passenger or the mail to reach the Pa-
cifie ocean in a8 many minutes as there are miles
1o overcoime.

Railrond ecompanies that are 'projecting new
works of this kind should avail themselves of such
improvement, when it promises, at the same
time, to reduce the expense of constructing these
roads some fifty per cent,
